In a community that sometimes seems to stereotypically be dominated by the bar, club 
and party scene, it is pleasing to know that your magazine was able to feature an article 
addressing the Gay Games that were held in the beginning of November in Sydney (Go 
team! Outlooks, September 2002 issue). With the event expected to draw over 13,000 
participating athletes and many more spectators, the Gay Games represents a global 
event where gay communities around the world are able to unite and gather to celebrate 
their sexuality through the realm of sport. 


Men’s sport is typically identified with a macho, heterosexual image, yet it also has a 
homoerotic dimension. These homoerotic qualities caused many gay men to drop out of 
sport while growing up due to the fear of hostility if one’s homosexuality was discovered. 
Lesbians, too, are faced with the challenge of hiding sexual orientation for fear of harass- 
ment, isolation by other teammates and even violence. 


The Gay Games provides a safe athletic venue for gay men and women to be “out” and 
participate in sports, without fear of homophobia or discrimination. In the spirit of 
equality, the added factor that the Gay Games have no trial qualifications (unlike the 
Olympics) provides the opportunity for many people (who may otherwise have never 
been able to qualif, let alone compete)to participate in the sport they love. The Gay 
Games are about personal achievement and | wish those athletes who participated in 
Sydney the very best.

Relaxing beside the pool here at 
Island House in Key West, | happened to 
pick up the 35th anniversary edition of 
The Advocate and took a mental journey 
back through time. The very fact that the 
frontrunner of gay journalism in North 
America is marking thirty-five years of 
publishing is a significant milestone in itself. 
After celebrating our own five-year anniversary 
this past year at Outlooks, we can well imagine 
the daunting task of surviving another thirty 
years to equal this accomplishment. Congratulations to all the staff of The Advocate, 
both past and present, for their hard work and dedication. Here are a few other 
anniversary highlights from their 35th anniversary issue; I’m sure you'll find them all 
of interest. 


One anniversary many of us celebrate every year, whether 
we realize it or not, is that of the Stonewall riots, which took | 
place in New York in June of 1969. Thirty-three years have | 
passed since this groundbreaking clash, which has led to many | 
annual Pride events being celebrated in the month of June 
throughout North America. Closer to home, ten years ago in 
1992, k.d. lang came out in a Rolling Stone interview and, 
despite this revelation, her music ascended the charts as 
quickly as her stardom. 


Several other anniversaries worthy of mention 
are also rooted in the entertainment industry. In 
1992, Harvey Fierstein’s Torch Song Trilogy was the 
first Tony-winning smash hit play on Broadway to 
focus on gay lifestyle and issues. That same year, on 
the big screen, the movie Making Love was produced 
by 20th Century Fox; this story of gay love not only helped open eyes in theatres 
across North America, but its stars Michael Ontkean and Harry Hamlin proved that 
FF i ats taking on gay roles did not mean instant career 
_ suicide. More recently, it was five years ago in 
April, 1997, that Ellen came out to television 
/ audiences around the world, and the acceptance of 
this gay TV star had an immediate impact on the 
future plans of television producers. In essence, 
* Ellen paved the way for such network shows as 
Will & Grace, and Queer As Folk, not to 
mention the emergence of secondary 
GLBT characters on other programs.

five years ago in 1987 was Anita Bryant’s anti-gay campaign. This ex-beauty queen and 
spokesperson for the Florida Orange Board decided to speak out against a gay rights 
law in Miami-Dade County. Shortly afterwards, a national boycott of orange juice by 
the gay community cost her dearly and drinking screwdrivers became a thing of the 
past. Also on the political front, five years ago in November 1997, Bill Clinton became 
the first sitting president to address a gay rights 
group. Not all of Clinton’s gay-friendly policies 
were accepted but it’s important to note that 
at least he tried. In March 2001, Dr. Laura § 
realized the consequences of gay bashing when 
her television show was cancelled due to gay 
boycotts and community lobbying for adver- 
tisers to remove their support. Dr. Laura 
learned very quickly that if you attack any 
minority group on the airwaves, you 
must proceed with caution when 
that community strikes back.

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Precipitating change

There is something about the first snowfall, coming as it does hot on the heels of the 
dying time of year, that reminds us that time is fleeting. 


Even a callow youth of sixteen, faced with the first fall of winter’s grace and the death 
of another summer, can suddenly find the melancholy truth in all those great lines from the 
Greek philosophers, from the very succinct “All is flux, nothing stays still” to the more 
wordy but equally pithy “You could not step twice into the same rivers; for other waters 
are ever flowing on to you.” And loath though | am to admit it, it’s been more than a 
summer or two since | was a callow youth of sixteen. 


Add to that the fact that winter’s first foray onto the streets of Toronto coincided with 
the death of a man | very much admired and yet another blip on the radar in the whole 
issue of same-sex unions, and it’s small wonder that I’m feeling a trifle old and crotchety. 


Jim McPherson was a long-time colleague at the Toronto Sun, a big-hearted, witty, cynical 
and often hilariously bitchy gay man who just may have been the outest man I’ve ever 
known. 


| suppose there may have been people who knew Jim longer than thirty seconds who 
didn’t know that he was gay, but I’ve never met any of them. In fact, in a day when a lot of 
gay men chose to pass as straight—and indeed, a good many of them revelled in their 
ability to do so—Jim never bothered, although | suppose he could have pulled it off in 
spades. 


The irony of all this was that, while he embraced his sexuality with something very much 
akin to pride, my friend Jim was never what you would call a proud gay man. In fact, one 
of the most heated disagreements we ever had—and we had a few—occurred when he 
told me that what gay men did between themselves was not only abnormal, it was un- 
natural as well. 


When the shouting died down, | reluctantly conceded the abnormal (if one accepts that 
what the majority does is normal, then... ), and he equally reluctantly took back the un- 
natural, based on my observations as a country boy that homosexual behaviour wasn’t all 
that uncommon in the barnyard and therefore quite natural. 


But while it never occurred to Jim to be proud of his sexuality, it never seemed to occur 
to him to be ashamed of it either. It was just what he was, and he preferred pursuing it 
more than worrying about it, it seemed to me. 


He died last month at only sixty-four years of age, leaving, | am sure, a massive hole in 
the heart of Bill Fyfe, his partner of forty-three years. 


In the last few years of his life—after he and Bill both opted for early retirement —Jim 
and | all but lost touch, exchanging fond Christmas cards once a year, filled with vows to 
get together come summer. 


But we never did, dammit. 


So | don’t really know how Jim felt about the whole issue of same-sex marriage, although 
| suspect the whole notion would have been branded “abnormal and un-natural,” too. 


And | would have fought him, tooth and nail—not because same-sex marriage offered 
anything for him (or even me, for that matter), but because, fond though | was of him, I’ve 
grown sick and tired of the words taught him to describe our lifestyle. 


So if, somewhere—anywhere—there is a gay couple hungering to go through the ritual 
of marriage to make them feel like a family, then | firmly believe that is their right. And 
anything that stands between gay people and their rights effectively diminishes me my 
rights. 


I'm smart enough to know—and frankly, so was my friend Jim—that there is a whopping 
difference between a right and an obligation. In the same way that our right to freedom 
of religion does not oblige us to have religion, the right to marry in no way compels us to 
matrimony. If, as a gay person, you don’t want to marry, | respect your right to stay single. 
But if you feel you have a right to marry, just like anybody else, then | must respect that 
right as well. 


And because I’ve seen enough first snowfalls, | know that “...other waters are ever 
flowing on to you.” 


If Jim had lived to see his own funeral, he’d have seen that there was nothing un-natural 
about the grief we shared with Bill and certainly nothing abnormal in the joy we all took 
in calling him friend. W

Even in 2002, the sight of a man walking along a busy pedestrian mall in bright 
red tartan pants and a Charlie’s Angels T-shirt still turns a few heads. Billeh 
Nickerson, the aforementioned dandy, is one of those rare people who can exist 
completely in his own world and yet still be engaged with a larger one around him. 
Oblivious to those watching (he was far more interested in the “straight-boys- 
with-gay-hair” phenomenon that seems to occur disproportionately in the city of 
Calgary), Nickerson sauntered through the door of our appointed rendezvous and 
plopped himself down for a bit of tea and sympathy. Observations and obsessions 
rolled off his tongue at an alarming—and amusing—rate. In Calgary to read from 
and promote his new book Let Me Kiss It Better, the author was energetic and 
enthusiastic, full of piss and vinegar—not to mention a substantial quantity of mint 
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tea. This entire issue could have been dedicated to our discussion, but, for 
brevity’s sake, the following excerpt will just have to suffice. Ladies and gentlemen, 
Mr. Billeh Nickerson... 


Outlooks: Why do you write? 


Nickerson: Why do | write?! [Pauses] Well, | think it goes beyond catharsis, 
really—a lot of people say that writing’s cathartic but | like to share. In this partic- 
ular book, there are a lot of stories and experiences, speculations and “what ifs” 
that are fun to talk about. It’s good material, good stuff to delve into as a writer. 
It all comes down to sharing; | can’t stress that enough. 


Outlooks: So you'd say that you're a generous person, then? 


Nickerson: Yeah. | always laugh at writers who say “I can’t publish this yet” or 
“| have to wait five years” or something. F*** off! | think that writers—and partic- 
ularly queer writers—in this country have to start sharing and putting stuff out. 
And not just gay things; we have to put things out, in the mainstream, and not be 
afraid of what we have to say. This is what we love; this is what we don’t love 
sometimes. We can’t be freaked out by that—get over it, guys. Now, lesbians don’t 
have a problem with that! 


Outlooks: Well, gay men are still men and sometimes there is a hang-up about 
expressing feelings. 


Nickerson: | think this book is about that, saying, “Hey, these are some of the 
things about me”. About friends. And not-so-friendly friends. People come up to 
me after they’ve read a column or heard something when I’ve read across the 
country and they list their favourite things. They go, “You know, | didn’t think | 
could talk about dildos” or “My friends and | never talked about nipples before and 
when you read that piece about nipples we all talked about which of ours was 
more sensitive, the left or the right”. | mean, if people come up to me and say 
they’re talking about their nipples now, great! 


Outlooks: In terms of some of your subject matter—dildos, for example—do 
you ever think to yourself, God, | hope my aunt doesn’t read this, or whatever. | 
mean, people don’t want their mothers knowing that they even have sex, let alone 
that they wash their dildos in the dishwasher! 


Nickerson: [Laughs] Well, | don’t wash my dildos in 
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the dishwasher, but...

Nickerson: Well...1 did! It wasn’t satisfying to me so it’s 
now gone. I’m a former dildo owner. [Laughs] You know, my mom doesn’t understand 
why | write about what | write about—she worries about what people will think, 
although | think that’s part of her particular generation. But, you know, I’m really 
supported and well loved—it’s not like I’m ostracized or anything. | think any time 
someone chooses to be an artist or a writer there’s always a bit of family alienation 
going on. Whether they’re family or not, people might be titillated by the fact that 
you're an artist or a writer, but at the same time they can be scared of it. And then 
there are some people who don’t give a s***! 


Outlooks: Have you been writing since you were wee or did it build up over time? 


Nickerson: | don’t think | had a “filter” or an outlet for my energy. | was in drama 
for a bit; | was just a ham, you know. It wasn’t until | fully came out that | just let myself 


go. 


Outlooks: You're on tour now, obviously; what is it like being a queer Canadian 
writer and fully out there and engaged with your audience? 


Nickerson: To me it’s a privilege to read anywhere and share what I’m doing. | 
always, in the back of my mind, realize that there are writers in this world—queer or 
not—that could get thrown off the tallest building in the city for what they write 
about. So I’m quite aware of the privilege involved with what I’m doing and try to 
make the most of it. In terms of being a writer, I’ve always felt supported; in a way, | 
actually think I’ve always been more accepted in the writing community than in the 
queer community. 


Outlooks: 
identity? 


Gay, queer, homosexual—where do you see yourself in terms of 


Nickerson: | am a fag! [Laughs] Queer, to me, is a term | like but | find that a lot 
of my straight friends are more queer than a lot of gay people. | think a queer sensi- 
bility is about being more culturally aware, more culturally responsive. And | don’t 
always feel that people who self-identify as gay are queer. But I’m a big fag. Some 
people don’t like that word. If | walk down the street and someone yells “Fag!” | just 
wave. Wonderful! Of course, sometimes you wave and run, but... [Laughs] 


Outlooks: Okay, so you're a fag—what are your feelings on being a Canadian? 


Nickerson: | love being Canadian. | think that comes down to privilege again: we

live in a beautiful country and | think we’re a lot more sensitive than some other 
countries—particularly one that’s very close to us that | will not name! There’s a 
sensibility here, in our humour or whatever. It’s very hodge-podgey—not a melting 
pot, more of a mosaic. Everything plays off everything else. Even as a western 
Canadian | think there’s a certain sensibility; you know, growing up here as opposed to 
Toronto or Montréal. My family comes from Halifax and | was born in Halifax, so | 
think | run the gamut of understanding. I’m proud to be Canadian and I’m really glad 
our literature is doing so well overseas. We're having a bit of a renaissance in our own 
country and I’m very proud of that. 


Outlooks: | think that we, as a country, have a strong appreciation of the other 
things out there in the world; we don’t insulate ourselves in a detrimental way as much 
as some other countries. 


Nickerson: | think that had a lot to do with Trudeau. Whether you liked Trudeau 
or not, you have to admit that he brought us multiculturalism. More than just embrace 
it, he got people to contemplate it. Even the generation that was against Trudeau has 
softened and realized that, hey, he did do some interesting things here. And as gay men, 
| think we all have to realize what he did for us. | mean, you would not be sitting here 
talking to me on behalf of Outlooks if it wasn’t for Trudeau. Particularly in Alberta. This 
could have been a very different country without his influence. 


Outlooks: Amen. So, what’s next after this? Or at least, what's “wish list” next? 


Nickerson: Well, I’m doing my thesis now, which is a book of poems on The Titanic. 
I'd like to do some longer prose—there’s a novel in me, but I just don’t know if | could 
do it right now. Maybe another non-fiction collection and, you know, more touring 
around doing stuff. Maybe some US. gigs. And, of course, pushing people’s buttons in 
the sense of opening doors for them. When | was in Edmonton doing a reading | did 
my Wayne Gretzky poem, and a few days later this woman came up to me and said it 
made her husband laugh and laugh. And then she told me that later on he went and 
talked to his brother—who was gay—and they hadn’t talked in years. If | can do that 
with some poems or get people to laugh or just take the piss out of things, then I’m 
doing my job properly. I’m not in it for the big bucks! W

OUTPOST WINNIPEG va 


A cause for celebration

Winnipeg’s Rainbow Resource 
Centre receives no provincial 
funding for its basic operating 
costs of about $30,000 a year, 
unlike sister organizations in 
Ontario, Saskatchewan and British 
Columbia. 


Demand for its information and 
counselling services has recently 
risen by fifty percent, with 26,000 
calls on its services 
being made in a 
recent year. Not 
surprisingly, it is 
constantly seeking to

raise funds through special 
functions, including Dykes’ Night 
Out socials, an annual yard sale and a Bad Boys Cruise. 


One of the classier events is the Gala Evening, which was held this year on November 
9 in the splendiferous ballroom of the Hotel Fort Garry. This year’s gala drew | 30 leaders 
of the GLBT glitterati, all paying $75 for an evening of fine wine, music, laughter, Chinese 
auctions and dancing. 


The turnout was down from the 174 who showed up last year, but a good time was 
had by all as they munched on pickerel, prime rib and vegetable lasagna. One of the 
evening's highlights was the presentation of awards by Lambda. 


Winner of the Community Builder Award (sponsored by Happenings Social Club) was 
veteran campaigner Chris Vogel, who is retiring both from his civil service job and as 
treasurer of the Rainbow Resource Centre. 


Vogel and his partner, Richard North, joined Gays for Equality in 1973 and they were 
married in a very public ceremony in Winnipeg in 1974, long before gay marriages were 
fashionable. Chris has long campaigned to change society, eradicate homophobia and 
push for legal equality for all GLBT people. 


In 1982, Vogel filed a complaint with the Manitoba Human Rights Commission, 
protesting discrimination in employee insurance and pension plans and demanding full 
equality of rights for his partner, just as heterosexuals had. He finally won that battle in 
1997 and is nothing if not persistent. 


He has also been a very vocal and visible advocate in the gay community, playing a 
leading role in the creation of the Council on Homosexuality and Religion in 1978, the 
founding of the Oscar Wilde Memorial Society in 1980, and the Winnipeg Gay Media 
Collective in the same year. 


Vogel has frequently been a spokesperson in the media on issues affecting gays and 
lesbians and was also deeply involved in running a weekly gay program on cable television 
for fourteen years. 


Winner of the Lambda Community Changer Award (sponsored by the legal firm of 
Chapman, Goddard, Kagan) was Professor Karen Busby, a law professor at the University 
of Manitoba. She has done much work for equality rights organizations and has been a 
key player with the Women’s Legal Education and Action Fund. 


In Manitoba, Busby has been instrumental in advancing equal rights for same sex 
couples and she was a founding member of GOSSIP, an education and advocacy group 
which pushed for recent legislative changes giving equal rights to the GLBT community. 


She is well known for her involvement with issues involving obscenity, privacy and 
discrimination and often speaks on these subjects at conferences. When not talking law, 
she loves to sing and is a member of the Rainbow Harmony Choir. 


Lambda’s third award, the Community Enhancer Award, went to Homo Heaven, a 
house set up ten years ago on Winnipeg’s Wardlaw Street. The founding owners were 
Lorri Millan, Stephen Lawson, Rob Skene and Shawna Dempsey. The latter still lives there. 
The house is situated in Osborne Village, a gay area, and over the years, it has provided a 
bed for hundreds of overnight guests, including gay artists, politicians, writers and 
musicians. 
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The award citation notes: “The list of distinguished inhabitants is long, but includes 
local, national and international artists, politicians, writers, musicians and activists. Many 
art projects, videos and films have been created at 485 Wardlaw and political actions and 
movements have begun at its kitchen table. More than just a house or even a home, 
Homo Heaven has been a large, extended gay family and a visible community centre for 
gay and gay positive people from across the country.’ 


Award winner Chris Vogel says he was delighted with the honour and is looking 
forward to retirement. His only regret is that the gala event didn’t attract as many as he 
had hoped, but it will still raise some needed funds for the Rainbow Resource Centre, 
which offers many counselling services, discussion groups and facilities, including a library 
of over 3,000 GLBT volumes. The centre is actively involved at the University of Manitoba 
with programs that combat homophobia and offer emotional support to GLBT students. 


Lambda also has a strong connection with the university and recently the Lambda 
Foundation for Excellence announced it will offer a scholarship at the university, making 
it the first post-secondary institution in the west go receive one. In its first year, the 
Lambda scholarship will pay a minimum of $750. The award is offered without discrimi- 
nation based on sexual orientation, gender, race, religion or culture. 


It is open to any graduate student or researcher in any discipline who completes a 
project or publication of importance to the GLBT community. Projects can deal with 
community values, achievements or be linked to arts, sports, human rights or public 
policy. 

The three other universities currently offer Lambda scholarships are Carleton 
University, Ottawa University and the University of New Brunswick. The University of 
Montréal is also working on an agreement to establish such a scholarship. The Lambda 
Foundation hopes eventually to expand the program and create up to twenty more 
scholarships in Canada in an effort to promote awareness and understanding of gay and 
lesbian issues. 


The Manitoba award became possible when the late Chris Landry, a strong believer in 
such programs, left funds in his will to the Lambda Foundation. Potential applicants for 
the scholarship must have a minimum cumulative grade point average of 3.0. W

Affable, intel- 
ligent and extremely at ease with himself and 
others, as a provisional psychologist Danis is 
able to help people confront their demons in 
the most non-confrontational way, by chatting 
about anything and everything in a very 
relaxed and accommodating manner. The 
blue eyes and gentle French accent 
don’t hurt, either! Outlooks caught 
up with Danis recently in his 
downtown Calgary condo to 
discuss his work and also to see just 
what nuggets of wisdom he had to offer as

one of our most stressful seasons approaches. 


Outlooks: What made you want to get into this business? 


Danis: This whole process began when | was a child, around a supper table at my uncle’s 
farm. We gathered as a family on the weekends and each weekend we'd have two or three 
families—my mother came from a family of sixteen brothers and sisters—so each time we 
went we met different family members. At the table, we as a group would talk about every- 
thing from sex to life’s ups and downs to people’s states of being; love affairs, marriages—the 
whole thing was discussed. 


Outlooks: That fabulous Francophone stream of consciousness 


Danis: [Laughs] Yes! That’s where | learned to talk about the heart and the things that matter 
the most. And the little things, as well. We spoke about them openly and without shame. Ever 
since | was a kid | knew that | wanted to become a psychologist. 


Outlooks: So the openness and ability to discuss these issues is really almost second nature 
for you, then? 


Danis: Right, right. | think that, because | have such a great level of comfort with it, right away 
people recognize that and begin to develop a trust and a bond with me. That's the other thing 
that | offer: | like people quite a lot and unless there is some love that | feel for a person as a 
human being, | will not enter into a [professional] relationship with them. Although that's very 
rare, it's one of the criteria | have for them. | set a tone and a level of comfort that allows 
people to really open up. 


Outlooks: How did you go from wanting to do this as a career to actually doing it? 


Danis: It was a long process—| did my undergrad at the University of Calgary starting in 
1989. | completed that program and started working for an organization called Avenue 15, 
dealing mainly with street youth. | did that for five years and tremendously enjoy the experi- 
ence of working with youth. | recognize during that time, however, that | wasn’t able to reach 
out and address some of their needs. | wanted more specified training and also wanted to be 
able to work with them and their families. The program allowed me to work with them on an 
individual basis, but then they'd go back home and some of the issues would reappear because 
it [involved] more than one individual; when there’s conflict it involves more than one. | went 
back to university and got my Masters degree in counselling at Gonzaga University. It was 
shortly after that | began the chartering process to become a psychologist. 


Outlooks: And what did that entail? 


Danis: It involved 1,600 hours of supervision by a chartered psychologist and other profes- 
sionals; | got that training with the Family Therapy program, so that gave me further knowledge 
about working within “systems”. After that, you study for an examination called the EBBB— 
which is a scary process for anyone to engage in! [Laughs] It took me eight months to prepare 
for this massive exam, although during that time | continued to work as a private practitioner. 
| passed the exam in September of this year—a huge relief! In March of 2003 | have to take 
an oral exam in order to become chartered. That should be—I hope—a piece of cake after all 
this! [Laughs] 


Outlooks: In terms of client base, | know some people like to limit their practice to the 
community—what are your thoughts on this? 


Danis: My work with gay couples and individuals is my joy, of course, but | also work with 
families, youth and kids. | think, if you want to put it this way, my “higher calling” is to reach out 
to as many people who want or need my help as possible. 


Outlooks: What do you think is the biggest challenge in your professional life? 


Danis: Although | have spent a considerable amount of time as a human being examining my 
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own pain, at times it becomes challenging to hear about the pain of others on a day-to-day basis. 
One of the ways | deal with this is to work with people on the basis of what hurts—the more 
honest they are, the better able they are to come to me and say “This hurts, help me”, the more 
I'm able to delve deeply into their issues. While I’m doing this, | also look at the love that has 
carried them to this point in their life. | look at their skills, their abilities; the “positives” in them. 
All of a sudden, the big picture looks very different because you're not only looking at the pain, 
you're looking at the wellness. 


Outlooks: Has being gay in general practice been an issue for you at all? 


Danis: At times, that is another challenging aspect of my work. If someone senses that I’m 
gay or if they ask me directly, | never lie about it. If I’m working with a family, for example, 
someone might ask me how | know what to do with kids if | don’t have them myself. And my 
answer to that is, when | worked at Avenue |5, 1 had up to twelve kids! | think eventually, 
through our work together, people recognize that it’s not about whether you've had cancer or 
suffered a recent loss or have kids, it’s about the ability to reach the person. I’ve worked for 
many organizations and being gay has always been welcomed and seen as a positive addition to 
who | am. | did work for one government organization that approached me in the third week 
[of employment] and told me not to tell my clients | was gay even if | was asked. That hour [of 
the discussion] was the last | worked for them. | made it very clear that | would never lie about 
my orientation and | would never disrespect anyone enough to not tell them the truth. 


Outlooks: How do you deal with clients who have a problem with your openness, then? 


Danis: Well, if somebody has an issue with it | say ‘Let's talk about this; what is this about?” 
For some people, understandably, if they grew up with a different way of thinking about 
sexuality—and homosexuality, more precisely—it can be a bit scary. So we talk about it and 
that can actually be a very “healing” conversation. If someone is totally closed to me being gay 
and working with them then obviously it’s not going to work and they need to see someone 
else. It's better to have that conversation openly and let them decide for themselves. | mean, 
it’s not like | go “Hi, I’m gay!”, but | would certainly never attempt to hide my life. 


Outlooks: Why do you think holidays and family events bring out so much anxiety in people? 


Danis: Living amongst others is not easy, and each family comes with its strengths, skills, abili- 
ties and love—and each member also comes with their own pain and their own way of dealing 
with things. If issues are unresolved it can cause us to act in ways that hurt others. A family 
can have a great side to it and it can have a painful side. Going back to the source at, say, 
Christmas, can mean going to the joy and it can also mean going back to the memories of pain 
or unresolved issues. That can be very difficult. 


Outlooks: There is also quite a bit of pressure to be “up” during what is supposed to be a 
time of celebration. 


Danis: Exactly. The hardest thing others can ask of you—or you can ask yourself—is to 
smile when you're sad. When youre in a situation that is deemed happy and youre not, then 
you're going to feel out of sync. And not all families will allow you to express that. 


Outlooks: What sort of advice would you offer people, then, before going into such poten- 
tially stressful situations? 


Danis: It depends on each individual and where they are in their lives, but if you're going to 
make the effort to be with your family and there are a lot of unresolved issues and pain, it’s 
probably best to focus on the memories that help you recognize the love and your connection 
with them. It’s better to approach those moments from that basis as opposed to focusing on 
the negatives, the pain. That stuff can be dealt with at other times of the year, more so than at 
Christmas when everyone is stressed. You also have to be realistic; if you’re sad then you have 
to allow some of that to reside within you without it controlling you or devastating your ability 
to be with others. You have to try to see your limitations within that kind of situation.

Annie called the election

The night before he was elected mayor 
of Vancouver, Larry Campbell hung out in 
the gay bars of Davie Village. Glad- 
handing with the sweater crowds at the 
Fountainhead Pub and the leather 
daddies of the Pumpjack, Campbell glided 
from one supportive partier to another. 
' By that point, few observers doubted 
that Campbell would upset the city 
establishment at the polls the next day, 
ending nearly seventy years of domina- 
tion by the centre-right at city hall. 


As the entourage walked into the 
Oasis, a rather staid piano bar, the 
musician on duty that night was—by 
coincidence—crooning “Tomorrow, to- 
mor-row, | love ya, tomorrow, you're only 
a day away...’, an optimistic 
note that was not lost on 
the candidates nor on the 
diners who looked up from 
their quiet conversations to

see what the commotion was at the doorway. 


As it turned out, Campbell’s Coalition of Progressive Electors swept the elections 
on November 16, winning every seat they contested. 


For the city’s increasingly strong gay community, any result would have almost 
assured representation. All major parties running in the campaign had queer candi- 
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dates prominent on their lists. But individual profiles took a back seat to the slate 
voting in a city that seemed bent on dramatic change. 


Campbell’s charismatic defence of the downtrodden was based on his experiences 
as a coroner and the tragic results of the drug trade in the city’s disaster-struck 
Downtown Eastside. Never having run for office before, Campbell hit a chord when 
he said, “nobody in this city is disposable”. The endless stream of drug overdoses that 
came through the coroner’s office was the obvious reference point, but this message 
also had resonance 
for the gay commu- 
nity, as well as for a 
city reeling from the 
realization that sixty- 
three sex-trade 
workers had disap- 
peared over the last 
decade while police 
downplayed the idea 
that a pattern actually 
existed.

Jane Bouey was elected to school board and Lyndsay Poaps was elected to parks 
board, making four “out” elected officials. 


Lost in the landslide was the prominent gay park commissioner Duncan Wilson, a 
star NPA candidate who fell slightly short and Alan Herbert, a former city councillor 
who helped form a new party for this election. Numerous other queer candidates ran 
on the various slates. Jennifer Clarke, a nine-year council

second-worst showing her party had seen in sixty-six 


from previous 
years. 


The election reinforced Vancouver's reputation as a welcoming place and continued 
a trend of ample gay representation in the elected realm. 


Vancouver's unwieldy at-large electoral system means every voter can choose up 
to twenty-seven candidates. Believing they had a better chance by “concentrating” 
their support, COPE opted to run just eight candidates for the ten council seats, seven 
for nine school trustee positions and five for the seven-member elected park board. 
Every one of their candidates won. 


The Non-Partisan Association, which was formed in the 1930s to keep the “socialist 
hordes” from power, was nearly wiped out. With the exception of a few terms in the 
1970s and ‘80s, the NPA kept a stranglehold on the city. Six years ago, they won every 
seat. (In that election, the gay community chose a record number of openly gay candi- 
dates—five.) This election, the NPA held just two council positions, two parks board 
seats and one school board seat. The Green Party took a seat on school board for 
a the first time. 


Theis particular 
election marks the first 
time COPE has held 
outright power in the 
city. It was formed in 
1968 amid the tumult 
of the radical sixties 
and the rapidly 
emerging urban 
renewal movement. 
| The party worked in 
concert with Mike 
Harcourt, who was an 
independent mayor in 
the late 1970s and 
early ‘80s and who 
went on to become 
premier, but has never been able to break into power by itself. In addition to strong 
support from New Democrats, environmentalists and other sundry leftists, the party 
has been the welcoming home to communists and others viewed as extreme. 
Campbell, who lives in the wealthy Point Grey neighbourhood and had no prior ties 
to a political party, seemed to moderate COPE’s image in the larger electorate, 
allowing for a broader base of support amid a voter turnout that was the second 
highest in the city’s history.

The results cannot be viewed in a vacuum, though. Larry Campbell’s popularity 
played a huge part in the campaign, but so did the unpopularity of another Campbell. 
Gordon Campbell, the former Vancouver mayor who is now British Columbia’s 
premier, was certainly on the minds of some voters, who viewed this election as a 
referendum on the provincial Liberals’ right-wing agenda. 


On election night, many at the COPE party sported buttons reading “Larry—The 
People’s Campbell.” W

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Let Me Kiss It Better: Elixirs for the 
Not So Straight and Narrow

| had a coffee date with writer Billeh 
Nickerson before | ever even met him. 
Mug in hand,! curled up with a copy of his 
newest release Let Me Kiss It Better and 


settled in for a quiet afternoon of 
reading. Well, perhaps quiet isn’t quite the 
right word—it’s a pity that our language 
doesn’t have a term to describe “quiet 
with the occasional outburst of loud 
laughter”. 


Let Me Kiss It Better is an intimate, 
though hardly delicate, portrayal of 
Nickerson the man. Correction: make 
that Nickerson the unabashedly gay, pop 
culture-consuming,enlightenment- 
seeking, sexual-being man. There, that’s a 
much more apt description, though 
perhaps not quite accurate enough given 
the scope of the author's interests. Billeh 
Nickerson is a man of propositions and 
prepositions—through his prose we learn 
what has been in him, on him, beside him 
and in front of him. And the results, 
though not always pretty (honesty rarely 
is), are extremely entertaining. Take, for 
example, the thoughtful discussion of 
Nickerson’s first dildo purchase or 
musings on the dangers of using 
microwaved vegetables as sex toys. His 
revelation about the importance Avon 
ladies played in his development through 
early adolescence is also a treat, as are 
his speculations on where his nail 
clippers disappeared when he lived in 
Langley, B.C. during that town’s lesbian 
renaissance. 


No stone is left unturned in this latest 
offering; rather, the stones of his experi- 
ence have been tossed, juggled, arranged

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into interesting patterns, crushed down 
and consumed with extraordinary gusto. 
Ordinarily, the intricacies of one man’s 
existence would not hold much interest 
for the average (or above) reader; 
however, Nickerson is so committed to 
embracing and celebrating the quirks of 
the “day-to-day” that the end product is 
endearing, even charming. 


Perhaps the saving grace is the fact that 
he is not a lone player: the book’s focus, 
to be sure, is primarily on the author's 
experiences, but even as he goes around 
committing—and chronicling—random 
acts of Billeh, he is also observing—and 
chronicling—those of others. 


Several weeks after reading Let Me Kiss 
It Better, | had the opportunity to hear 
Nickerson read some of his work at the 
new McNally Robinson bookstore in 
Calgary. Seeing him interact with both 
his audience and the words he was there 
to share with them, | got the distinct 
impression that he was one of those 
people who truly enjoys life, both his own 
and the ones he observes around him. 
The good, the bad and the ugly; the 
foreign and the  familiar—all are 
processed through Nickerson’s mind into 
a kind of tasty prose smoothie and 
served up in generous portions. He 
jumps in to question and explore any and 
all things that catch his interest, whether 
it makes for what is generally considered 
“dinner table conversation” or not.

Trouble inside the box?

The folks at 
PrideVision TV are 
looking to get a rise 
out of you. Over the 
next month, the 
network is holding its 
Get It Up awareness 
1 drive in an attempt to 
boost the number of 
| subscribers to the 
world’s first GLBT 
television channel. 
When PrideVision 
launched on Canadian 
digital cable just over a 
year ago, the initial 
goal was to secure 

approximately 50,000 
subscribers. At present, the network has a subscriber base of approximately 
20,000—which makes it one of the few success stories in the digital marketplace. 
Other new channels, even more specific in scope, did not fare as well.

However, PrideVision is also one of the only new networks that made original 
programming part of its mandate—a costly endeavour at best. In its first season, the 
network debuted shows such as: Shout!,a weekly GLBT newsmagazine; Bump, a trave- 
logue geared towards gay and gay-friendly destinations; and Locker Room, an irreverent 
look at the gayer side of professional sport. They also added the Brad Fraser-hosted 
chat program Jawbreaker to the roster this past September. Producing these shows, 
as well as purchasing broadcast rights to 
original Canadian documentaries like 
Little Sisters vs. Big Brother, proved to be a 
huge financial gamble and many of 
PrideVision’s original programming has 
either been put on hiatus or cancelled 
until the balance tips on the numbers 
scale. The Get It Up campaign is an 
effort to create greater awareness of 
PrideVision in the Canadian marketplace, 
a move they hope will result in greater 
subscriber numbers. 


At between six and eight dollars per 
month as a “stand-alone” in most 
markets (due to some_ content, 
PrideVision is not available as part of any 
digital cable package), the network is one 
of the most expensive offerings amongst 
the new channels, although few others 
feature original programming and roughly 
half of the monthly subscription fee goes 
to cable providers such as Shaw. 
Organizers of the Get It Up drive are 
hoping that, with some exposure to 
PrideVision, more Canadians will see the 
value of subscribing. 


Over the next month, the network 
will specifically program blocks of 
its best and brightest, and ask that 
those who already have the 
channel to invite friends over to 
see just what it’s all about. 
Included in this lineup will be such 
favourite shows as Undressed, Tipping the Velvet, The Dame Edna Experience, Graham 
Norton V and a wide variety of concert and documentary specials. At the end of the 
blitz, PrideVision would like to see its subscriber base jump by at least 50,000—from 
20,000 to 70,000—an ambitious goal, to be sure, but not an impossible one. If you

| remember distinctly the first time | 
actually saw a gay movie in a public place: it 
was Boxing Day of 1986, in the long-defunct 
Esso Plaza multiplex. People filed into the 
theatre—many nervous, all 
excited—casting their eyes from side to 
side to see who else was there; to see who 
else really “belonged”. Funny thing is, in the 
mid-’80s, we all did; in the earlier Canadian 
days of the AIDS crisis you did not go to a 
“gay movie’ unless you a) belonged in that 
category, b) had a close friend or relative in 
it, or ¢) were considered boldly liberal 
(read: closeted). The bisexuals didn’t dare 
surface at such a flick, as it was far too 
incriminating under the circumstances. 
Needless to say, given the nature of its 
audience, Parting Glances did not enjoy an 
extended cinematic run in Calgary that 
holiday season. Pity, too: for its time and 
tone, the film was actually quite good. 
Bittersweet and chock-full of ugly ‘80s 
totems, but good nonetheless. 


This is the time of year when, regardless 
of observation or participation, tradition 
and nostalgia figure prominently in our daily 
rituals. Even those of Grinchian disposition 
will allow a bit of goodwill t'ward men (take 
that any way you wish) to creep into their 
worldview. It seems fitting, then, to revisit a 
classic for the holiday season, particularly 
since most of our copies of Auntie Mame 
have literally worn out from excessive use 
(a DVD re-release is top of my wish list this 
year). And, given the dearth of homo 
holiday films, why not claim that oldie—and 
goodie—Parting Glances as part of our “new 
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classics” roster? 


Though extremely tame by today’s 
standards—or lack thereof, as some might 
think—Parting Glances was a breakthrough 
film in its time. A far cry from the scare 
tactics of the S/M serial killer (gay, of 
course) feature Cruising, starring Al Pacino, 
or the ultra-camp romp Boys In The Band, 
Parting Glances was well ahead of its time in 
terms of portraying gay lifestyle—however 
one takes that phrase. Though clearly a 
product of its era, this film hints at 
portrayals that would not even successfully 
emerge until the mid- to late-’90s in films 
such as Billy’ Hollywood Screen Kiss and 
Greg “Everwood” Berlanti’s Broken Hearts 
Club. 


The story revolves around Michael and 
Robert, a gay couple who are about to be 
pulled apart by circumstance, or so it would 
seem. As Michael attempts to come to 
terms with the imminent departure of his 
lover (a trip to Africa to tend to the needy), 
he is forced to confront not only his 
feelings for Robert, but also the residual 
love he bears for his AIDS-afflicted ex, Nick. 
The action takes place over a twenty-four 
hour period prior to Robert’s departure 
and involves a variety of people in and out 
of the couple's immediate circle of friends. 
The resulting drama, though not earth- 
shattering in its revelations, makes for a 
comfortable and low-key evening of enter- 
tainment.

in particular, are well-handled and enter- 
taining, with a young Steve Buscemi doing a 
turn as the embittered and embattled ex- 
pop star Nick Spangler.

Harnessing some spirit

Are you ready for some disappointing 
news? Your parents lied to you about 
Christmas, specifically, the part about 
Santa’s big red suit. The truth is Rudolph 
doesn’t wear the harness, Santa does. That's 
right, good old St. Nick is really a 
leatherman.

Take a deep breath, you’ll

Does this change how you 
thought of the jolly ol’ guy? It 
should, and that’s the point. Christmas and leather aren’t a typical holiday combina- 
tion unlike, say, chestnuts and an open fire. Yet, a Toronto leather and denim group is 
once again bringing new meaning to the term “naughty and nice”. 


Spearhead is one of the city’s largest and longest running leather/denim social 
groups. They also happen to be responsible for organizing ‘Toys for Tots’ one of the 
biggest Christmas fundraisers in Toronto’s gay community. And, no, little Jimmy’s 
stocking won't be stuffed with a whip come Christmas morning. 


What little Jimmy and hundreds of other underprivileged kids will get on Christmas 
morning is a brand new toy—a gift they most likely wouldn’t receive if it wasn’t for 
the efforts of a leather-clad Santa and his band of little elves. 


Taking the “reigns” this year is Ernie Hallihan, a fifty-four-year-old man known to 
many in Toronto’s leather scene as “Big Daddy”. He’s a man whose love of all things 
leather is matched only by his desire to help those less fortunate. He volunteers his 
time as chairman of the toy-drive for one reason, “because it’s rewarding to see a 
child get up on Christmas morning, who'll have nothing otherwise, have something 
because of me,” he says. “It’s great just to put a smile on their face.” 


Every year Spearhead picks three different charities, both straight and gay, which 
are in need of some assistance. This year Red Door Family Shelter (a woman’s 
outreach group), Dickson Hall (a group also helping women in abusive situations) and 
the 519 Community Centre (in the heart of Toronto’s gay district) can expect to hear 
a jolly “Ho! Ho! Ho!” to help end a potentially “Silent Night”. 


The toys will go to needy children from newborns right up to fourteen-year-olds. 
That means Toronto boys will have to hand over their rattles or pull those footballs 
off their bookshelves (which, let’s be honest, are most likely only a decorative 
piece...but oh-so-very jock). Or, heck, they could just run to a toy store and buy 
something. Spend a nostalgia filled afternoon in a different kind of toy department, 
where they don’t have to ask the clerk “This is supposed to fit where?” 


For Hallihan, it’s worth the logistical challenge of coordinating boxes left at six of 
the city’s bars: Woody’s, Bar 501, Trax V, Zippers, The Tool Box and, of course, The 
Black Eagle. They’re placed there with the hope that men partaking in some holiday 
cheer will find it in themselves to donate a toy—a Holiday Barbie, the latest Harry 
Potter book or a stuffed bear. That’s right, a stuffed bear. Santa, it seems, really likes

Of course, finding somewhere to put that toy 
while strolling down Church St. poses a bit of a 
challenge, depending on your choice of outfit. 
So, for people who'd rather not deal with this 
dilemma, or just prefer cash, a couple of bars are 
offering 50/50 draws. Bar 501 is also raffling off 
a bike-which will certainly come in handy when 
Christmas leaves you looking more “Butterball” 
than the turkey. 


At the beginning of December, dedicated volunteers of Spearhead collect the heaps 
of donated toys. And there'll be a lot of extra hands to help out this year—the final 
weekend of the toy drive happens the same time as the Mr. Leatherman Toronto bash. 
That's means a whole lot of good-hearted, cowhide-sporting men around who 
hopefully feel as generous as they do frisky, and who feel up to donating to a good 
cause. 


But'Toys for Tots, which is now in its thirtieth year, is about more than just 
collecting toys for needy children; it’s also about battling stereotypes placed on the 
leather/denim community. 


Hallihan says the toy drive started because Spearhead wanted to portray a 
different outlook in the community along with doing something good. He says they 
hope to change the fear people of those in leather/denim that’s driven by “‘a lack of 
education”. By attending an information seminar put on by the leather community, 
Hallihan feels people would “totally walk away with a different outlook”. 


Ultimately, Hallihan says the leather community is about comradery and an involve- 
ment with one another based on trust and respect. The Spearhead affiliation revolves 
around their members’ pride as individuals who love the fantasy, role-playing and 
trust involved in the leather/denim scene. And this is one time of year when they 
educate people while having a large and positive impact on how they’re viewed. 


The group’s efforts have support from the entire community, not just the leather 
scene. Toys come from everyone, regardless of their niche. The bars are also eager 
to help and some, along with putting out boxes and providing ongoing promotion, 
donate funds as high as $1,000 to the drive—that’s a lot of toys going to kids who 
need to know that there’s hope. 


“Without the community we wouldn’t have the toys that we do have,” says 
Hallihan. “[It’s] about donating from the heart.” 

Like a true Santa, another reward for Hallihan other than helping the kids, is the 
heartfelt thank you letters he gets from the organizations who receive the toys. He'll 
read those letters in January to the Spearhead board of directors with a wide smile 
across his face. His grin is sure to be matched by the excitement of those kids sitting 
somewhere in Toronto playing with their new toys. 


So this maybe this year, whether you're naughty or nice, whether you wear feather 
or not, you can just be good...for goodness sake.W

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Holiday spirit(uality)

For many of us of the gay and 
lesbian community, it may be diffi- 
cult to get into the spirit of the 
season—the “commercial spirit” 
notwithstanding. (When was the 
last time a gay man needed an 
excuse to go shopping?) However, 
in the truer sense of Christmas, the 
family gatherings and the 
sometimes-religious sentiments, 
7 there is a feeling of non-acceptance 
for many homosexuals. There is 
actually one event, in Toronto, 
where both our sexuality and the 
spirituality of the 
season are valued. 
Metropolitan 
Community Church 
of Toronto’s (MCC) 
Christmas Eve service at Roy Thomson Hall is held every year, with thousands from 
the gay community attending and enjoying a positive spiritual event. 


E Roy Thomson Hall 


Comprised of guest singers and speakers, the MCC Toronto Festival Choir and, of 
course, the Reverend Brent Hawkes’ Christmas sermon, the event has always given 
hope and inspiration at a time when we need it most. It's common for most of us to 


celebrate Christmas with our families, but then have to forego bringing up anything © 


to do with our sexuality at the dinner table. The Christmas Eve service gives us the 
opportunity to change that, and include our partners, our lives and our families 
together, says Brad Salavich, spokesperson for MCC Toronto. 


“The feedback that we get from people is this overwhelming feeling of joy, of 
family, of being able to come out in community with their families,’ he says. “ The 
number of parents that come out amazes us every year.’ As part of the service, 
parents of gays and lesbians are asked to stand and be recognized for coming to the 
service. With attendance at this special Christmas service averaging around 5,000, 
the effect of that recognition is uplifting. 


The Christmas service, now in its thirteenth year at Roy Thomson Hall, is one of 
the largest Christmas Eve services in the province of Ontario. Organization for the 
event starts a year earlier, with over 100 volunteers needed at the service to help 
pass out 2,500 communion wafers in about ten minutes’ time! Although MCC 
Toronto is a Christian faith church, people of all faiths are welcome and acknowl- 
edged in some way. 


“One of our beliefs that has put us at the forefront of liberal Christian theology, is 
that there are many paths to God, and one of them is Christianity”, offers Salavich. 
“It’s not about a single belief, it’s about multiple beliefs. Acceptance is a very strong

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message to deliver to gay and lesbian people 
throughout the world who may have been told 
by other religious bodies that they are not 
accepted by their god. Ours is a message of ‘yes’, 
you are accepted; you are made in god’s image.” 


MCC Toronto, which is one of seven & 

Metropolitan Community Churches in Canada, 

began twenty-eight years ago and was the first 

gay and lesbian organization to own property in Canada. The discrimination that 
MCC Toronto experienced at that time isn’t as prevalent today in a city as progres- 
sive as Toronto. However, the church hasn't rested on its laurels, and was instru- 
mental in the fight for legalized same-sex unions. Introducing an age-old religious 
tradition of asking the congregation for wedding banns in January of 2001, the church 
found a constitutional loop, soon bringing our fight for legalized homosexual 
marriages to the Canadian Supreme Court. Through their efforts, the Ontario 
Supreme Court has ruled that the definition of marriage be changed, and that to not 
allow same-sex unions is unconstitutional. Brad Salavich believes that MCC Toronto 
represents a safe, open and accepting environment where people can return to spiri- 
tual roots and find a faith community that speaks to their own personal values. 
Additionally, the Church provides an environment of social activism. As well as
